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Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicants have 
claimed a method of making a ready to use cleaning composition which separates into 
two aqueous phases, wherein the two phases are not mixed until immediately prior to or 
upon filling the mixtures into a packaging container. The closest prior art of Ginn, 
US 4,348,292 teaches a detergent system containing two layers, one layer a surfactant 
concentrate, and the other an aqueous builder concentrate (see abstract). An example 
of such a composition is a detergent containing a surfactant concentrate layer 
comprising alcohol ethoxylates, isopropanol, perfume, quaternary ammonium 
surfactants, and water, and a builder concentrate layer containing 63% water and 37% 
builder (col. 6, example V). These detergents are packaged in a bag or packet where 
the concentrate layers are injected into the bag or packet. As these concentrates are 
added to water, however, they do not satisfy the ready-to-use limitation of the present 
claims. GB 1 ,247, 1 89 and EP 1 1 6,422 teach detergent compositions having at least 
two aqueous phases. Each of these compositions however are packaged as a single 
composition which separates into two phases over time. The prior art does not 
specifically teach a ready to use cleaning composition which separates into two 
aqueous phases, wherein the two phases are not mixed until immediately prior to or 
upon filling the mixtures into a packaging container. Accordingly, the present claims are 
allowable.
